With  this  in  mind,  the  ministry 
supports  various  awareness  activities  through 
its  Environmental  Education  and  Awareness 
Program  (EEAP).  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to 
encourage  environmentally  friendly  lifestyles 
through  education. 

Previously  named  the  Miscellaneous  Grants 
program,  EEAP  provides  financial  assistance  to 
projects  supporting  the  mandate  of  the  Ministry 
of  the  Environment  which  is  "to  protect  and 
enhance  the  quality  of  the  environment  for  the 
present  and  the  future  well-being  of  the  people 
of  Ontario  and  the  ecosystem  in  which  they 
live." 

Eligible  recipients  of  support  through  EEAP 
include  nonprofit  incorporated  organizations, 
community  and  interest  groups,  schools, 
universities  and  municipalities.  Projects 
qualifying  for  assistance  range  from 
conferences,  workshops  and  theatrical 
presentations  to  newsletters,  fact  sheets  and 
technical  reports.
